Chicago's folice departmeht is about to ex- 
perience its greatest eruption. Chief Leroy 
T. Steward, having shown, in the case of the 
First ward ball, what a police head can do, 
intends to rehabilitate his department with 
revolutionary changes. 

: As a first step he will transfer thirty-nine 
sergeants. This will take place ina few days. 
These men will be pulled off their soft cush- 
jons and will be distfibuted about the city 
where they are unknown to other members 
of the department and to those outsiders 
Whose familiarity with sergeants often re- 
sult in *‘ favors,"’ 

Chief Steward, however, will not stop with 
redistributing the Sergeants. He is going 
higher up—to the HNeutenants, tothe captains, 
and even to the police inspectors. He is go- 
ing to Separaye temptation from these offi- 
mars by placing them in new and unfamiliar 

elds. 


Col. Steward’s Big Program. 
The chief intends: 


To annihilate graft in the police department. 

To reduce crime in the city, 

To kill politics among the police, 

To give the city. a progressive, alert depart- 
ment, 

For some.time Col. Steward has been going 
about this work of rehabilitation, but in a 
quiet, soft shoe sort of way. He has asked 
for reports of conditions; he has been study- 
Ing the city, his men, and their ‘‘friends.”’ 
So. far he has been a seeker after facts. Hav- 
ing these se to a certain extent, well in 
hand, he is now ready to Strike with his big 
stick. 

Transferring thirty-nine sergeants ith 
one fell swoop Is a move that makes previous 
so-called revolutionary changes in the police 
department look tame and faint heatted -in 
comparison. Where these thirty-nine ser- 
geants will be located a month hence prob- 
ably the chief does not know. 


Reasons for Shakeup. 


He said yesterday he would move them— 
“to details nearer their homes "—Only he 
winked when he said it. He gave as his 
reason no specific charge against any of the 
thirty-nine, but pointed out that the move 
was one simply “to put the @epartment ona 
better business basis.’’ 

‘*My work in rearranging the police force 
is not to be taken asa ‘shakeup’,”’ said the 
chief, “ Rather it is a readjustment to give 
better protection to the city and to give the 
various men the duties for which they are 
espeelally fitted and to get the best results. 

“ We are getting better results today than 
we have since I have been chief. The men 
are working well, and I know this improve- 
ment Is going to continue. 

“It has taken me a long time to get these 
reports,”’ he. said as he fingered a heap of 
written statements. ‘I have had to send out 
three times to get them just as I want them. 
Now I have them and I wi.. act. 


Other Changes Will Come. 


‘*I have been working for aome time to 
get things in shape so I could make some 
changes. I have made a few changes al- 
ready—having reorganized and put the de- 
tective and traveling forces on a business 
basis. My next step will be the transfer of 
the sergeants. 

‘“ After that I am going higher up. I hate 
a number of changes in mind‘&and expect to 
make them. It will take time, and I cannot 
expect too much at once. | 

“I have been going over these reports, 
showing where the sergeants now are located, 
and I am surprised to find certain stations 
with one sergeant and other stations with 
as many as seven 

* Here I find this station has six," he con- 
tinued, running through the reports. 
one has five, this one two, this one, this seven. 
I will shift these all about so that there will 
be a better distribution as regards num- 
bers. 

‘‘Then I will see that some yf the ser- 
geants are given posts nearer home~ah, yes; 
then I will seek to separate a few from some 
old acquaintances.” 


Will Keep Men on Move. 


It can be stated that the chief will not quit 
with this first transfer of these sergeants. 
He will continue to keep them on the move. 
He will not allow them to remain long enough 
in one place to get acquainted with the “ ele- 
ments’ in the neighborhood, but will shift 


a circulation in the department like blood 
in. the body. 

This will be true-also of the Heutenants, 
the captains, and even the inspectors. By 
this means Chief Steward hopes to eliminate 
opportunities for graft and to prevent other 
cases like that of Inspector McCann. 

What can’t be accomplished by retation of 
this sort the chief will attempt to cure by 
means of surgical operation. He will.operate

Shifts United Police Head. 


Politics in the police department, also a 
tender spot with Ohief Steward, will be ar- 
tacked in no uncertain way: The attitude of 
the chief towards the United Police is known 
to be tolerant, but not friendly. As-an in- 
dication of this the transfer of Policeman 
William F. Stine, the newly elected presi- 
dent of that society, from duty at the IIli- 
nois Industrial school to traveling beat in 
another part of, town was announced. 

Policeman Stine, with a number of repre- 
sentatives from the United Police, visited 
Mayor Busse on Tuesday to petition for a 
return to the graded scale of wages. Stine’s 
general attitude in his demands resulted in 
his drop from a soft position. 

For eleven years Siine has done duty at 
the industrial school. He was not required 
to wear auniform. He now will have to wear 
a uniform and travel beat or do crossing 
duty.

National Geographic Society Says 
Commander Found the Pole. 


BRANDS RIVAL AS A FAKER. 


Budy of Scientists Gives Medal of Glory 
to the Winner. 


= 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 15.—[ Special. ]— 
The title of ‘“‘ True Discoverer of the North 
Pole’’ was conferrec offic.ally tocigbt upen 
Commander Robert E. Peary by the National 
Geographic socigty. At a dinner attended by 
more than 600 guests at the New Willard 
hotel, Prof. Willis Moore, in the presence of 
distinguished representatives of foreign 
nations, presented to Commander Peary the 
gold medal of the society in recognieton of 
his great achievement. 

In the same ceremony which placed the 
seal of merica’s official approval upon 


Peary, th: society cast Dr. Cook into the | 


outer darkness as“a faker. President Moore 
was unsparing in his condemnation of Cook, 
though he did not mention him by name. 

He told how Peary made his records ‘day 
by day on his march to the pole and did 
not have to prepare and edit them when he 
returned home. He declared he had exam- 
ined Peary's records minutety and that there 
was absolutely no doubt that Peary had 
reached the pele. As for some other claim- 
ants, he could not say so much. 


Peary Himself Hits Cook. 

Commander Peary himself took a few 
shots at Cook. He asserted,that experience 
alone was what a@hieved the pole and that 
no inexperienced man, blessed sven with 
phenomenal luck, could suave done what it 
took him twenty years to accomplish, 
Cook’s partisans. appeared to he conspicu- 
ous by their *bsence, and all references to 
the recognition of Peary as the true discov- 
erer and to Cook as the falé@r elicited tremen- 
dous applause. 

Ailogether it was an occasion on which 
Peary *came into his own. It was the foal 
be>ond the pole to which he had been look- 
ing turward for twenty years—this recogni- 
tion by the society composed of 50,000 mem- 
bers and representing the highest American 
aithority on geographical matters. 

The commander heard his achievement ap- 
plauded by the Italian ambassador, baron des 
Planches, who read a telegram of congratu- 
lations from the duke of ‘the Abruzzi, him- 
self an arctic explorer, and by the French 
ambassador, M. Jusserand, who’ called at- 
tention to the fact that in Jules Verne the 
French had a discoverer of the north pole 
who a generation ago found there juet what 
Peary did—no land and only show and ice. 


Praise by “Uncle Joe.” 

He heard ‘‘ Uncle Joe’ Cannon congratu- 
late the soclety om deciding whether Cook or 
Peary really had discovered the pole. 

“IT am glad it has been discovered,” ex- 
claimed ‘' Uncle Joe.” ‘“‘I am glad because 
it will keep adventurers from risking thc¢ir 
necks up that way any longer. I am glad 
there is no land there, for now we may be 
reasonably assured that the pole will not 
become involved in the question of the con- 
servation of our natural resoui'ces.” 

While Prof. J. Howard Gore was talking 
of the work of the society, Commander 
Peary was called to the telephone, and when 
he returned he brought with him Andrew 
Carnegie, whom he had captured in the foyer. 
There ensued a lively struggle to land Mr. 
Carnegie in the seat of honor and at once 
he was called upon for a speech. He greeted 
Peary as a ‘‘fellow Pennsylvanian” 

Commander Peary heard Rear Admiral C. 


! 


M. Chester describe the discovery of the pole 
as a great campaign, “as brilliantly con- 


ceived as any of Napoleon's.’ The rear ads | 


miral sald Peary’s name would go down in 
history as one of the great commanders of the 
world. ' 


Reviews Life of Peary. 

Then came the pres*ntation of the medal. 
President Moore reviewed the life of Peary 
and traced the stages of his long fought batile 
to reach the pole. Finally. as the commander 
rose and faced the toastmaster, Prof. Moore 
pronounced these words: 

“In presenting to you this medal it gives 
me great pleasure to say that in all the twen- 
ty years of your great endeavor there never 
has been a time when anybody doubted your 
manly integrity or doubted your veracity. 
There never was a time when the world was 
not willing to take your word for your deeds. 

‘But man is critical by nature, and so 
again I congratulate you that you took in- 
finite care to keép the records of your work 
in the arctic regions and to submit them ex- 
actly as you put them down from day to day. 
It was not necessary for you to prepare or to 
edit your records, I am satisfied that not 4 
‘t’ was crossed or an ‘1’ dotted cince you 
put them down in black and white in the 
arctic regions. Ihave inspected your records 


' and I am satisfied that they prove conclu- 


sively that you reached the pole. That is also 
the judgment of the other representatives of 
the society who inspected your records. And 
so it comes about that the society decided 
that you, Robert E. Peary, are entitled to the 
honor of the discovery of the north pole.” — 


Peary Expresses His Thanks. 

Clasping the case containing the medal 
Commander Peary began in a husky voice 
to tell how grateful he felt. 

‘IT can't tell you how I appreciate the 
words of your president and the presenta- 
tion of this. medal, whieh means the faith 
and approval of this great society,” he said. 
“The foremost geographical society in the 
world has been the first to recognize the win- 
ning of the last prize of discovery the world 
has to offer.” 

Mr. Peary then gave the,credit for the 
achievement to Morris K. Jesup and Gen, 
Thomas Hubbard and other friends who 
financed his expeditions and to the members 
of his party. 

“Tf it had not been for the perseverance 
and endurance of the entire party, from 
Capt. Bartlett down, we would not have the 
pole. with us tonight,"’ said the commander. 
“ Experience was what won the pole. If in- 
experience or a lucky combination of cir-. 
cumstances could have availed, the pole 
would have been reached long ago by the 
English or Norwegian explorers. Experience 
alone counted, and it is what will count with 
the next man who reaches the pole.” 


GARY GETS ANOTHER BIG MILL. 


American Sheet and Tin Plate Company, 
Subsidiary.of U. 8. Corporation,

Gary, Ind., fs to bave another big steel 
plant, which will represent an outlay of 
$4,500,000. ‘The latest addition to the Indiana 
city’s mill district is the works of the Ameri- 
can Sheet and Tin Plate company, a,subsidi- 
ary company of the United States Steel cor- 
poration. The building plans were made 

public in Gary yesterday. 

The compleied plant, will employ 2,000 
skilled laborers, and the first department is 
expected to he ready for operation by next 
fall.

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WOMEN IN AUTO TAG’ HORSES 


Rush to Crusade Helping Un- 
blanketed and Hungry Nags. 


CARRY SIGNS IN HANDBAGS. 


Stray Dogs and Cats Also Assisted by 
Charity Workers. 


Women in automobiles and on foot armed 
with handbags full of tags will invade the 
loop district within a few days and tie the 
tags on every unblanketed and hungry ap- 
pearing horse they find standing at the curb- 
etones. 

Then they will travel over the highways 
and byways where automobiles are seldom 
seen and continue their work of labeling the 
equine species. . 

Mrs. Charles W. Leake, 2450 Indiana ave- 
nue, is the originator of the scheme, which 
has been taken up by a dozén women well 
known in society and humane work. Many 
of the women are wealthy and eager to assist 
Mrs. Leake in her labors. ; 

The plan of tagging rly cared for horses 
was first tried by Mrs. Frederick W. Packard, 
who worked alone and reported such good 
results that Mrs. Leake and other women 
became interested. She broached the subject 
to Hugo Krause, superintendent of the Anti- 
Cruelty society, and it met with his approval. 


1,000 Tags Are Offered. 

An order was then given to a printe® for 
1,000 tags with strings attached containing 
the following inscription: 

To My Owner and Driver: Dear Master— 
Please blanket me, forI am cold, Feed, water, 
and shoe me regularly and see that my harness 
fits comfortably, for I ¢cqn feel and suffer as 
well as yourself, I am speaking through the 
Anti-Cruelty society, 

“It is our experience that three out of ten 
horses are left unblanketed,”’ said Mr. 
Krause. “ Especially at this time of the 
year when the winds are so raw the horses 
suffer from such exposure, and particularly 
from being smooth shod. 

“ Lack of care ig generally due to thought- 
lesenese on the part of drivers and owners 
and not because of any intention of causing 
the horse to suffer. — 

‘“ & dozen society women have vohunteered 


to aid in distributing the tags which Mrs, 


Leake has agreed to furnish.”’ 
Women Offer Their Aid. 


Among the women who have agreed to as- 
sist Mrs. Leake are the following: Mrs. 
Robert L. Clifford, Mrs. W.* R. Linn, Mrs. 
Harry L. Hamlin, Mrs. Robert L. Gifford, 
Mrs. Theodore Thomas, Mrs. R. Hall McUor- 
mick, and Mrs. Everett W. Brooks. 

Mrs. Packard will continue her own ef- 
forts to alleviate the suffering of horses 
standing on the streets by tying the fegs to 
their charness. This scheme she originated. 
These tags contain appeals for only the 
needs of the animal which are apparent. Mra. 
Leake seeks to cover every possibile con- 
tingency in her tage and trusts to the sug- 
gestion contained in them to be acted upon by 
the drivers 

“It is my intention to carry the tags with 
me all of the time, wherever | go,'’ said 
Mre. Leake. ‘Then when I see a horse 
that is not blanketed or with il] fitting har- 
ness, I will tie one of the tags on him and 
trust to that to do the work. 

“There is so much IJ] treatment and abuse 
of dumb animale that it is impossible to 
make personal appeals in every case, so the 
tag schemé was resorted to.’”’ 


Mrs. Leake Helps Dogs, Too. 

Mrs. Leake, besides working ‘for years 
in the interest of her equine friends, also 
is interested in stray dogs and cats. Three 
months ago she discovered a mongrel breed 
peeking shyly out from underneath a garage 
in thé rear of her residence. 

Since then she has been carrying him food 
every day until he knows her and welcomes 


her. . 

Another stray dog was picked up on Mich- 
igan avenue a few days ago by Mrs. Leake 
and taken to her home, where she. washed 
and fed him and so improved his appear- 
ance that she has found a home for’the ani- 
mal.

Brady Threatens Further Action. 

Attorney Brady, to all outward appear- 
ances a trifle peeved over his initial defeat in 
this case, left the courtroom breathing 
threats of “ worser’’ things to come and in- 
timating that he has several other brands of 
trouble for the Merriam commission in cold 
Storage at his.office. He managed to put 
over another harasement yesterday by rals- 
ing a technical point which wil] require At- 
torneys Fisher and Hol to appear in court 
again on Monday to argue the demurrer filed 
by the city, but which Judge Windes already 
has indicated that he would dismiss. It will 
serve, however, tO give Mr. Brady a chance 
to appeal) his case, it is said. 

Judge Windes in his oral decision said: 

**I think that it clearly is In the interest of 
every taxpayer of Chicago that this money 
be spent to defray the expenses of the com- 
mission on municipal expenditures. From 
my view of the case I cannot see how any 
additional burden will be placed on any tax- 
payer by reason of this appropriation. 

**It does not appear that the petitioner has 
proved that he will have’to pay any addi- 
tional tax by reason ofthis appropriation. 
In view of the authorities shown me by the 
defense, which have not been controverted, I 
must deny the thjunction upon the basis of 
doubt, and al] the more s6 from the fact that 
if this Investigation can be sustained it 
should be because it Is In line with the proteo- 
tion of the city and the taxpayers.” 


Fyffe’s Appearance a Surprise. 

The appearance of Attorney Fyffe, who was 
an assistant corporation counsel! under the 
younger Carter H. Harrison's administra- 
tion, was’ somewhat of a surprise to the 
plaintiff. Mr. Fyffe said he did not represent 
any oné¢ in particular, but appeared merely 
from patriotic motives to volunteer what aid 
he could toward the cause of municipal] in- 
vestigation. 

Attorney Brady, who had the floor first, 
raisead two principal points in his argument, 
The first was that the city must include all 
anticipated appropriations in the annual 
budget, which must be passed by the council 
on or before March 81. The second was that 
the “ordinance” appropriating moneys to 
the Merriam commission was not published 
according to law, and therefore never réally 
became effective. 

“Anything that draws from: the miscella- 
neous funds naturally increases the tax bur- 
den,” argued Mr. Brady. “ This expenditure 
either added taxes last year or will add to 
the taxes next year.”’ 


Attorney Fisher’s Argument. 

Mr. Fisher declared that the case was im- 
portant not only on account of its effect on 
the Merriam commission, but because it at- 
tacks the method, long practiced in the coun- 
cil, of appropriating money for unforeseen 
events as they arise. 

‘* If such a contention as is raised here were 
sustained,"’ he said, “it would interfere 
seriously with the wheels of our municipal 
government, and all for no benefit as far as 
the taxpayer is concerrtied."’ 

In the courtroom, but not participating In 
the argument, was John Brown, partner of 
Jacob Kern, who recently admitted that he 
‘‘had been ready to file a bill to enjoin the 
Merriam commission's appropriation if 
Brady had not got there first.” 

“tT am pleased to hear that the court dis- 
missed the bill for injunction,” said Mayor 
Busse. ‘‘ The Merriam‘commission must go 
on with the good work, and if this appropria- 
fion had been enjoined we would have had to 


. provide for it in another way.” 


“T am not surprised at the decision,’’ said 
Business Agent Coleman. ‘“‘ They can’t stop 
the Merriam commission now, the people will 
demand that it go to the bottomof things.” 


Merriam Busy on New Work. 
Ald. Merriam was pleased, but had no com- 
ment to make.

The new diplomat ts not without American 
experience and liking for this country’s cus- 
toms, although he speaks only broken Eng- 
lish. He has been consul general at San 
Francisco, chargé d'affaires at Madrid, and 
commissioner to Tibet, and was transferred 
here from the position of under secretary of 
foreign affairs in China. 

Minister Chang was delighted with his epe- 
cial’ train and said he now understood why 
American railway equipment and material

try has caught the American spirit and you 
will begin to feel the result of China’s 
awakening soon.”’

IRISH HELP FOR LIBERALS 


Nationalists in Dublin Conven- 
tion Pledge Support. 


REDMOND TELLS OF CHANCE. 


Says Erin’s Opponents Are Limited to 
Few Hundred Lords. 


DUBLIN. Dec. 15.—The Irish Nationalist 
convention, which opgned today with John 
Redmond presiding, unanimously indorsed’a 
resolution adopted by the party committee 
yesterday pledging support of the Liberals in 
the coming general election. Timothy Healy 
and his handful of dissenting disciples were 
not present. 

Sees Big Chance for Irish. 

Addressing a great meeting at Mansion 
house at night Mr. Redmond said Premier 
Asquith’s declaration was the greatest 
chance the Irish had had in the last century 
of tearing up and trampling under foot the 
infamous act of,union. Their opponents, ne 
continued, were no tonger millions of the 
British population, but a few hundred men 
in thé house of lords. 

Rosebery had declared, it was said, that the 
lords’ vote was the sole remaining obstacle 
to home rule, and, Mr. Redmond added, if, 
that enthusiasm for the great cause which" 
existed in England at the time of Parnell 
and Gladstone no longer existed, there was

RIOTS IN ZELAYAN CAPITAL. 

CORINTO,' Nicaragua, Dec. 15.—There 
were scenes of wild disorder in Managua, 
the Zelayan capital, again last night. Dur- 
ing a meeting of the aldermen one of them 
made a speech denouncing Madris, spoken of 
as Zelaya’s successor, and favoring the rev- 
olution. The speech was greeted with cheers 
and hooting and a free fight among the gov- 
ernment and, anti-government elements fol- 
lowed. 

The.speech of the alderman which started 
the trouble was of the flery order of oratory 
adopted by Enrique Corda when he addressed 
the demonstrators yesterday. The speaker 
handled Madriz without gloves as one who 
would not be accepted by the Insurgents asa 
president of Nicaragua. 

The result of this was inevitable, and ina 
few moments a fist fight was on and num- 
berless blows were struck. In the mélée two 
shots were fired. The police then intervened 
and succeeded in arresting twenty of the 
fighters. The soldiers also were called out 
to preserve order in the streets where the 
quarrel of the aldermen had been taken up 
by partisans. Throughout the night the 
streets were filled with soldiers, and a sys- 
tematic search for concealed weapons was 
made upon every one who ventured from his 
homé, 

; Threat to Costa Rica. 

SAN JUAN DEL SUR, Nicaragua, Dec. 15. 
—Recently Nicaragua made a protest to Cos- 
ta Rica against the constant attacks made 
by ineurgents from the Costa Rica frontier, 
declaring that a continuance of these might 
result in reprisals. In reply Costa Rica of- 
fers to concentrate the revolutionists, but 
points out that the Iimmeneée length of the 
frontier makes it difficult to prevent isolated 
attacks. 


CHINA DECLINES DEMANDS 
OF PORTUGAL ON BOUNDARY. 


Contention Is Made That Only Conces- 
sion Ever Made European Country Is 
Limited to City of Macao. 


PEKING, Dec. 15.—The Chinese govern- 
ment has refused Portugal's proposals for the 
arbitration of the Macao boundary dispute 
concerning which the two governments have 
been negotiating since last March. 

The city of Macao, on the island of the 
same name, was settled. by Portuguese mer- 
chants in the latter part of the sixteenth 
century, and subsequently ceded to Portugal 
by China. 

China holds that the only concession of 
territory ever made to Portugal is limited 
by the boundaries of the city, and demands 
that the surrounding territory and isiands be 
evacuated by that country. -

Tells Miss Inez Milholland to Have 
Him Disciplined.

New York, Dec. 15.—[{Specia]. )}—Miss Inez 
Milholland, the Vasear graduate of last year, 
who accompanied Mrs. Pankhurst when shé 
was in New York a few weeks ag6, was ar- 
rested tonight and taken to the new West 
Twentieth street police station, where Lieut. 
Powell dismissed the charge against her. 

Since the shirt waist makers have been on 
strike Miss Milholland has become much 
interested in their cause, frequently estab- 
lishing herself as a volunteer picket outside 
factories to make sure the police made no 
arrests that were not justified. Tonight she 
was standing outside the factory of Frank 
& Beeman, 8 Fifth avenue. 

While she was there the policemen made no 
arrests. She stepped around the corner for 
a minute and when she came back three 
women, Tillie and Lotta Gold and Sarah 
Rabinowitz, were in the grasp of Policemen 
Baker and O'Connor. 


Policeman Says: “Come In, Too.” 

Miss Miiholland followed them to the-sta- 
tion house. At the door Policeman O’Connor 
turned to her and seid: 

‘You might as well come in, too. You're 
under arrest as much as these girls.” 

She went in, but when she had explained 
her side of the case to Lieut. Powell and 
the policemen had admitted that all she had 
done was follow them to the station house 
and ask them why they hadn't arrested the 
girls when she was around, the Meutenant 
said he couldn’t see that he wae justified in 
holding her and told her she could go. 

She went, but not before she had found that 
the three women would go to the night court. 
She had intended to go to the opera tonight, 
she said, but she spent the entire evening at 
the night court waiting for the cases of the 
three strikers to be called.

By a dramatic coincidence while the soy- 
ereign was fighting for his life, parliament to- 
day, like yesterday, was absorbed in one of 
the most vital questions affecting the nation. 
The great Congo problem came before the 
legislators for consideration and this, what- 
ever may have been the scandals, crueltyand 
oppression attending the leadership of Leo- 
pold, all Belgians wished to see resolved on 
the lines of humanity and progress and in a 
manner to convince the world that the Congo 
is safe in Belgian hands. 

In spite of his apparent indifference to 
human criticism, there is reason to believe 
King Leopold was secretly stung to the quick 
by the world’s wrath over his conduct in the 
Congo matter and that he never recovered 
from this. He always was convinced that 
American criticism was sincere, although he 
patiently sought to explain to.his friends that 
it was the work of “ prattling missionaries.’ 
He had an obsession, however, that the Brit- 
ish attacks against him were not free from 
the sentiment of jealousy. 

It is understood that Leopold's persona) 
fortune is enormous and that if the figures 
were known they would startle the world. 
Besides extensive properties in Belgium and 
France, he has immense holding in American 
securities. The earnings of his enterprises 
in the Congo Independent State are reputed 
to be stupendous. Much speculation ase to 
the destination of his wealth has been aroused 
by the announcement that he recently con- 
sulted Premier Schollaert with reference to 
a political testament. 

It is whispered in court that Leopold in- 
tends to provide handsomely for the baroness 
Vaughan and her children.

Probably the most significant episode of 
the last twenty-four hours was the visit of 
John J. McLaughlin of the Nineteenth dis- 
trict to Gov. Deneen. Even the strongest 
of the governor's intimates had to cool their 
heels outside the executive doors while the 
governor and the managing director of the 
Sullivan Democgats had a long confab, the 
first which has been recorded since Gov. . 
Deneen took office and particularly the first 
since the Deneen-Stevenson gubernatorial 
campaign. 


McLaughlin Boosts Direct Primary. 

Gov. Deneen departed for Champaign early 
this morning, and did not discuss his talk 
with Representative McLaughlin. Mr. Mc- 
Laughlin, hawever, talked freely about it. 

“A majority, perhaps all, of the. Demo- 
cratic side in the house will stand for as 
strong a direct primary law as the Repub- 
licans will dare to enact, and stronger,” 
said Mr. McLaughiin. 

“There is no difference of opinion be- 
tween the administration Republicans and 
the Democrats, if the administration people 
are: talking honestly about their desire to 
enact a direct primary law. If the Jones 
bill comes to a flat issue I have no doubt 
enough Democratic votes will be on hand 
to enact it. I know of thirty-five Democratic 
votes which can be counted upon to support: 
such a law as the governor advocates in his 
message. The Democratic party has noth- 
ing to fear from a direct primary.” 

The attitude of the Sullivan wing of the 
Democracy is apparently not more strongly 
in favor of a direct primary than is that of 
the Browne Democrats, who are really ina 
majority on the Democratic side of the 
house. 

Browne Expects Quick Action. 

“We will stand absolutely for a direct 
primary,’’ said Minority Leader Browne. “We 
will not be made pawns by anybody, how- 
ever, and we will do what we can to enact.a 
réal direct primary law.. In my judgment, 
such a law will be passed by the legislature 
and not long after the return to Springfield 
in January.” 

The Democratic position is on the surface 
so strongly favorable to a diréct primary law 
that the possibilities are that Republican 
side-steppers will have a lot of trouble in 
avoiding the direct issue, and this is exactly 
what the Democratic leaders want to do, 
to put the responsibility for a dodge squarely 
up to the Republican majority. 

It is understood that there will be no dis- 
position among the Democrats to quibble 
over the one-two-three legislative nomina- 
tion question and that, so far as the Demo- 
crats care, they are perfectly willing to enact 
a law which will make it possible for three 
nominations »y each party to be made in 
every legislative district in the state.

Served with Honor Through War. 

Gen. Dudley was born in Weathersfield 
Bow, Vt., in 1842. His education began at 
Phillips academy, Danville, Vt., and con- 
tinued at Russell’s Collegiate and Commer- 
cial institute, New Haven, Conn., where he 
prepared to enter the class of 1562 at Yale. 

He removed to Indiana in 1500, and was 
engaged in the business ‘of milling im the 
town of Richmond, Ind., when the “ cal! to 
arms” came to hm in 1861, as it did to his 
forefathers n 1776. Unrder the second cail 
of President Lincoln for 300,000 men, the 
Richmond Grays made him their captain. 
He tendered his company to Gov. Morton for 
service during the war. It was accepted, and 
on July 5; 1861, he was assigned to the Nine- 
teenth regiment, Indiana volunteers, com- 
manded by the late Gen. Sol. Meredith. 
* With his regiment he participated in all its 
engagements, and received a brevet as brig- 
adier general of volunteers “ for gallantry 
in action July 1, 1863.” : 

Gen. Dudley was an Oddfellow and member 
of the Masonic order. He is survived by his 
widow and four children. 


Washington, D. C,, Dec. 15.—[Special.}— 
Gen. William Wade Dudley, commissioner 
of pensions under the administrations of 
Presidents Garfield and Arthur, and at one 
time prominent as a Republican politician, 
died ioday of Bright's disease after a long 
iliness at his“home here. Gen. Dudley had 
been practicing law in Washington since he 
retired from politics in 1885. Prior to that 
time he had an interesting career in the mili- 
tary service during the civil war and later 
in politics in Indiana. He was a native of 
Windsor county, Vt., and was 67 years old. 

Gen. Dudley took an aative. part in the 
movement which led to the nomination of 
Benjamin Harrison as president, and was 
prominent in the Republican national com- 
mittee management in the campaign that 
followed. He had been a close persona! 
friend of President Harrison, but the pub- 
lication of the “* blocks of five ” letter, which 
has become historical in politics and which 
was sent out Over the signature of Gen. Dud- 
ley as instructions to the party workers in 
Indiana, angered Gen. Harrison, and after 
he became president he sent word to Gen. 
Dudley requesting him not to visit the White 
house, and refused afterward to recognize 
him in any way.

The men can ¢ome and go at any hour 
and smoke in their rooms ifthey wish. They 
can have the use of the gymnasium, baths, 
restaurant, library, and assembly rooms in 
the connecting building.

MEN TO ARBITRATE 


Illinois (ential and Telegew- 
, phers Agree to Invoke 
Erdman Law. | 


FEDERAL OFFICIAL HERE.

New England Railway Employes 
Complete Vote on Question 
of Demands, 


Arbitration under the Erdman law was 
agreed to yesterday between officials of the 
Illinois Central railroad and the telegraphers 
employed on that road. This action was 
taken after a series of conferences with 
Charles P. Neill, United States commissioner 
of labor. 

A crisis was reached in the dispute a week 
ago when the telegraphers, by an overwhelm- 
ing vote, decided to strike in order to enforce 
their demands. At the suggestion of Preasi- 
cent Harahan of the road, the officers of the 
Order of Railroad Telegraphers consented to 
invite Commissioner Neill to Chicago as 
mediator. The result was the agreement to 
arbitrate. This does away with the prob- 
ability of a strike of telegraphers on that 
road. 


Does Away with Fear of Strike. 

The arbitration board will be composed of 
three members, one chosen by each side, and 
a third to be selected by the first two. The 
board must be constituted within five days 
and a settlement must be reached in thirty 
days. Articles of agreement will be signed 
today. 

The demands to be arbitrated are: 

An increase of 10 per cent in wages. 

A reduction of hours, varying according to local- 
ties. In some instances it is from tweive to ten 
hours and in others from nine to eight hours a day. 

Abolition of Sunday work ae far as possible. No 
plan for the disposal of that point was suggested 
at the conferences, — 

The railroad agreed to grant the Order of 
Railroad Telegraphers jurisdiction over tele- 
phone operators used to dispatch trains and 
promised to recognize a}! telephone operators 
employed on the system as members of the 
telegraphers’ union. The agreement reached 
over that point removed it from ‘the cate- 
gory of disputes and will not be considered by 
the arbitrators. 


New England Strike Vote Taken. 

The vote of conductors and trainmen on the 
leading New England roads on the proposi- 
tions for a wage increase, equalization of 
hours of work, and the question of a general 
strike if necessary to enforce the demands 
has been taken, The ballots were sent from 
Boston to the general board of the Brother- 
hood of Railroad Trainmen and the Order of 
Railway Conductors and probably will be 
counted in Chicago tomorrow. 

Satisfactory progress with the wage nego- 
tlations between the railroad general mana- 
gers’ conference committee and the locai 
switchmen’s union was the expression of 
both sides at the close of the day's meeting. 
One of the questions to be settled is whether 
ahy settlement for Chicago is to be extended 
to the other cities mrerres in the maseieens 
tions.

Independent Order Charges Infrigge- 
ment by “Skinny.” | 


Construction work on the new city hall was 
tied up yesterday by a strike of building 
trades workmen of the various crafts amfil- 
lated with the new anti-Madden Building 
Trades council. 

The strike is the first serious tieup of work 
on the new municipal building, and it is 
directed against Martin B. (*‘ Skinny ") Mad- 
den and business agents of unions affiliated 
with the ex-labor czar’s Associated Building 
Trades. 

More than 200 men quit work during the 
day, and more will be cal'ed out this morning. 
A large number of helpérs and laborers were 
forced to quit, there heing no work for them 
to do when the journeymen g» out on strike. 

Trouble between the Madden dnd anti- 
Madden men has been brewing several days 


on account of jurisdictional disputes between f 


them. It came to a head at noon when a 
force of structural ironworkers walked out. 
Later in the afternoon they were followed by 
sheet metal workers and marble setters. 


Others May Strike Today. 

A force of carpenters, steam fitters, and 
hoisting engineers threaten to strike this 
morning unhless satisfactory settlements are 
made both with them and the men on strike. 
When the structural ironworkers quit, rep- 
resentatives of Holabird & Roche, archi- 
tects, sought to bring about a settiement. 

After three hours of fruitless effort to bring 
about, peace, they reported the trouble to 
Commissioner of Public Works John J. Han- 
berg. He said he would take no action inthe 
strike situation until today. 

The complaint of the structural ironwork- 
ers is that the boilermakers and machinery 
moving teamsters, both “ Skinny ’’ Madden 
organizations, are infringing the jurisdic- 
tion of the ironworkers. The Oil City Boiler 
company has the contract to instal) the 
boilers. Breeching of the boilers, which con- 
sists of placing in position the iron substruc- 
ture, was awarded to the iron workers sev- 
eral months ago by the Iron league, an or- 
ganization of employers. 

In spite of this, the officers of the two 
‘Skinny ”’. Madden unions gave the work to 
their men and refuse to relinquish the jobs. 
The steam fitters also have a grievance 
against the boilermakers, claiming the latter 
are jnfringing their jurisdiction by placing 
boiler fronts, a work always done by steam 
fitters. 


Metz Is Anti-Madden Leader. 

President John Metz of the building trades 
council is the leader of the anti-Madden 
strikers. He also is president of the car- 
pe@ters’ district council, whose membersand 
th oisting engineers probably will strike 
this morning in sympathy with the struo- 
tural ironworkers. 

Nearly 500 men are employed on the struc- 
ture. While the men affiliated with “Skinny” 
Madden's central organization probably will 
remain at work, the structure virtually will 
be tied up, as the prircipal trades are those 
on strike and threatening to strike. 

A committee of the building trades council 
during the day visited the office of D. H. 
Burnham & Co., architects, relative to the 
dispute between the striking elevator con- 
structors and “ Skinny " Madden's machin- 
ists. Ernest R. Graham told the committee 
that no “Skinny " Madden machinists will 
be employed on elevator work in the future. 


_ Yailor Strike Picket Fined. 

Jacob Berland, a striking ladies’ tailor, 
was fined $5 for acting as a picket and in- 
forming Miss Maggie McGrady, eniployed 
in:a lJadies’ tailoring shop at 3228 West Mad- 
nthe. street, that a strike was in progress in 
the shop. 

“You are in the class of flirts and I shall 
have to fine you,” said Judge Bruggemeyer.

Offers Simple Safety Device. 


Another reply was received as follows: 

* Chieago Dec. 15.—[{Editer of The Trib- 
une.j—I have read your article with reference 
to the establishment by the government of 
additional mine rescue stations. There is no 
question as to the importance of this step. 

“The present seesion of the Illinois legis- 
lature has been called to consider the reyvi- 
sion of the mining laws so as to safeguard 
more effectually the lives of the miners. 
There will be introduced a number of bills 
having this object in view. Some of these 
bills will be so radical as to be entirely im- 
practicable. 

“The devising of some safety measure 
would be weicomed, both by the mine Oop- 
erators and miners’ union.» One such would 
be like that now being employed in’the mines 
of Germany with éntire success. By the use 
of an ordinary well drilling machine holes can 
be drilled into the mines at such intervals as 
might be found most practical, these holes 
cased and sealed in the roof of the mine, with 
a cap to prevent interference with the or- 
cinary circulation of air in the mine, and at 
each hole a telephone could be located with 
the wires communicating with the office. 

“In case of accident the miners could reach 
one of these holes, communicate with the of- 
fice, and be supplied with food, water, air, 
and any emergency supplies required, at the 
same time building a wal! to shut off the foul 
air of the mine. This device can, of courge, 
be amplified so as to Include rescue stations, 
supplied with food, water, and first aid to the 
wounded supplies.

Seek Conference on Affair. 

The immigration committee, however, is 
endeavoring to catch up with the procession, 
and three members of this committee were 
delegated today tg confer with the com- 
merce committee in an endeavor to reach an 
understanding on the program to be adopted. 
Congressman Sabath of Chicago, who as a 
member of the immigration committee has 
taken the lead in the movement for rigorous 
remedial legislation, introduced in the house 
this morning an amendment to the immigra- 
tion laws which he believes will go far to- 
wards breaking up the importation of 
women. 


Legislation Asked by Sabath. 
Mr. Sabath’s amendment provides that any 
alien who returns to this country after being 
deported, and if found dealing in women for 
immoral purposes shall be prosecuted and, 
if found guilty, imprisoned for not more than 
two years and then deported again. 
“TI have made a study of the white slave 
evil for years,” said the congressman, “ and 
I have concluded that much of the difficulty 
in its extermination lies in lax immigration 
reguiations. I am strongly in favor of legis- 
lation that will result in the desired reform 
through the regulation of interstate com- 
merce, and in any other way found feasible.”’

‘SBEKS UPLIFT OF CHILDREN 


Mrs. Joseph T. Bowen. Advocates 
Municipal Dance Halls. 


USE SCHOOLS FOR PURPOSE. 


Speaker Says City Should Be Made Fit 
for Young People to Live In. 


Municipal dance halls were advocated at 
the Association of Commerce luncheon yes- 
terday by Mrs. Joseph T..Bowen, president 
of the Juvenile Protective association. 

ms can't keep children out of the city. 
The énly thing to do is to make the city fit 
for them to grow up in,” said Mrs. Bowen. 
“ The girls and boys crave amusement. They 
must have it. It is a natural want. The 
taypayers would get a great deal more re- 
turn for the money they put into school 
buildings if they were not closed seventeen 
hours out of ghe twenty-four. The Juvenile 
Protective association is strongly in favor 
of their being thrown open at night so the 
young people can have music and dancing 
in them and general good times. 


Public Dance Halls Menace. 

“The public dance halls where liquor is 
sold to adults and minors alike are the places 
from which the’ majority of ruined girls 
can date their downfall. A girl who has. 
been on her feet eleven or twelve hours in 
a factory is too tired to resist temptation. 
She craves a littleamusement. She goesinto 
one of thege halls for a dance with some 
young man. He presses a drink on her to 
show his galldntry. There is no use going 
on with the story. You all knowit. . 

“In the JuvenHe court a few days ago I 
Saw a girl who appeared to be about 14 years 
old with what looked like a large doll in her 
arms. I was pleased to sée the child had 
enough imagination to nurse a doll. When 
I went over to speak to her I saw the doll was 
a baby. The baby of that child. The father 
was some young fellow who had taken her 
to a dance hall.’’ 


Praises Juvenile Court Work. 

Mrs. Bowen had high praise for the work of 
the Juvenile court. 

“It is the most up to date thing in Chica- 
go,”’ she said.\ *“* The procedure in the court 
with regard to a juvenile delinquent is nearly 
Before the case is#heard in court 
the child receives a thorough medical ex- 
amination. 

*“‘After that a probation officer visits the 
child’s home and neighborhood and makes 
inquiry into the catses that led to its wrong- 
doing. The probation officer appears in court 
as the child’s counsel. The child's teacher in 
the detention ward also appears for it. In 
short, a juvenile delinquent in Chicago hés 
three experts, not to speak of the judge, 
working to save it from being a criminal.’’ 

Has Help of Liquor Interests. 

Mrs. Bowen also spoke of the work of the 
Juvenile Profective associatiomin furthering 
the censorship of moving pictures, postal 
cards, and slot machines. She said that it 
had the cotperation of the Liquor Dealers’ 
Protective association and the Retail Fruit, 
Dealers’ association in trying to prevent the 
sale of liquor or cigarets to minors, 


RULES OUT POLITICAL PULL 
WITH DISTRICT ATTORNEYS. 


Department of Justice Says All Legal 
Assistants Must Be Chosen Solely for 
Their Ability, 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 15.—[Special. ]— 
The department of justice will not coun- 
tenance in the future the appointment of as- 
sistants in the offices of district attorneys for 
political reasons whén it is known that the 
appointées are incompetent to perform the 
work. This rule has been laid down by 
Attorney General Wickersham, ° following 
complaints that the standard of work in 
several of the government prosecuting of- 
fices has been seriously impaired through 
the interference of politicians. 

It is understood that District Attorney Sims 
at Chicago was one of the first to call the 
attention of the department to this condition 
of affairs. The attorney general started an 
investigation and found that in practically 
every district attorney's office in the country 
it has been the practice to select assistants 
upon the recommendation of political leaders, 

The attorney general is said to. have as- 
sured Mr. Sims that he is at liberty to cut 
loose from the politicians and select his as- 
sistants solely on the basis of their legal 
ability. He then enunciated a +general ruie 
to this effect for thé guidance of-all district 


attorneys. 


CHOICE OF LURTON FAVORED. 


Members of Senate Committee Vote to 
Approve Nomination of Judge 
for Supreme Bench. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 15.—The senate 
committee on judiciary voted unanimously 
today to report favorably the nomination of 
Judge Horace H. Lurton to be an associate 
justice of the Supreme court of the United 
States. 

Some members of the committee expressed 
the opinion that it would have been betterto 
have named a younger man, Judge Lurton 
being in his sixty-sixth year, but there was 
no general opposition'to him or any criticism 
except as to his age. 

The report will be made on Thursday by 
Senator Bacon.

Cherry, IIL. Dec. 15.—[Special.]—Nearly 100 
women who were made widows by the Cher- 
ry mine disaster of Nov. 18 held a mass 
meeting today in-a publicghall and protested 
loudly against-the manner in which the tem- 
porary and permanent relief funds are being 
handled. Supte James Mullenbach of the 
relief headquarters appeared at the meeting 
and attempted to reassure the women, but 
they held to their own views of the matter. 
The protestants were advised by several of 
their countrymen to appeal to their consuls 
to come to Cherry and protect their interests 
and probably will do this. 

General exception to the method of admin- 
isterjng relief and specific complaints of neg- 
lect or abuse were voiced by the women. 
Gouging and uncivil treatment upon the part 
of local merchants was charred, and demand 
was made that weekly cash allowances, in- 
stead of merchandise orders, be given the 
destitute families. 


Object to Pension Proposal. 

There also was expressed objection to the 
Proposed plan of disbursing the permanent 
relief fund in pension installments instead 
of in a single payment to each family. Mem- 
bers of the relief committee denied the truth 
of the charges made by the women in 80 far 
as they related to the constituted relef, and 
Stated that the charges against the mer- 
chants were under investigation. 

Ernest P. Bicknell, national-djrector of the 
Red Crogs, stated that he was not in favor 
of a present change from store orders to 
cash allowances. 

“Our chief concern now,” he said, “ ‘sto 
close up*the relief store and throw all busi- 
nese back into norma! channels. We can- 
not close the relief store until] the stock. of 
provisions now on hand shall have been ex- 
hausted. Until then we are holding up the 
order recently issued by the relief commit- 
tee to issue none but weekly store orters 
to destitute families, and will continue the 
present method of day relief.’’ 


Moral Needs to Be Attended To. 

The need of missionary work among the 
people of Cherry tn order to forestall a gen- 
eral moral relapse was taken up today by 
the Rev: A. J. Dedera, pastor of St. Ludmila’s 
Bohemian Catholic church of Chicago, John 
P. Ready, treasurer of the St. Vincent de 
Paul society, and Commissioner Estill, com- 
mander of the Salvation Army at Chicago. 
Father Dedera and Mr. Ready visited Cherry 
and after a full day of inspection stated that 
they found that the material wants of the 
people had been well provided for. 

“We will take action on the problem of 
moral and religious work among the people 
immediately upon our return to Chicago,” 
said Father Dedera. ‘‘ There appears to be 
urgent need for a strong mora! force among 
the people. They should be provided with 
wholesome entertainment followed by moral 
and religious instruction of an attractive 
nature. My plan would be to fill the winter 
months with musical and literary entertain- 
ment, supplernented by lectures by members 
of the clergy and other persons.” 


W. Cc. T. U. Will Send Gifts. 

Duquoin, Ill., Dec. 15.—[Special.]—Mrs. 
Harriet D. Hall of the Aurora W., C. T. U., 
state superintendent of the work of the so- 
ciety among coal miners, hasrequested all the 
local unions of the staté to prepare Christ- 
mas boxes for shipment to Cherry to be dis- 
tributed among the families of the St. Paul 
mine victims. A number of the southern 
IHinois unions have already shipped boxes 
and others will do the same within the next 
few dayé. The boxes will contain provisions, 
clothing, candies, toys, and other articles 
which will lend a bit of Christmas cheer to 
the stricken wives and children.

CANADIAN-AMERICAN TRADE RELA- 

TIONS. — 

The Canadian government evidently 
hopes that trade relations with the United 
States will not be less intimate than they 
are. There was some anxiety after the 
passage of the new tariff law with its 
maximum and minimum schedules, but it 
has been dissipated by what the Cana- 
dian minister of finance calls “ most 
admirable message of President Taft” in 
regard to the use to be made of the maxi- 
mum schedule. 

It is needless to say that the application 
of that schedule to Canadian products 
would be a severe blow to the dominion. 
Most of the products would be practically 
excluded from the United States, and it 
would be long before a good market could 
be found for them. The American con- 
sumers of Canadian products: would be 
penalized, Inevitably the Canadian tariff 
on many American articles. would be 


raised at once; and American producers 


would be hit. No changes in that tariff 
are contemplated at this time. There are 
many manufacturers who have been _pes- 
tering the government for higher duties, 
but they will not get them while commer- 
cial peace endures. : 
There ought to be freer and fairer trad 

relations between Canada and the United 
States than those ‘now existing. _ Each 
country is best fitted to. supply the other 
with many of the commodities it stands in

PERJURY IN DIVORCE SUITS. 

It is well known that there is much 
false swearing in divorce suits. ' Some- 
times it is of a comparatively venial 
nature, amounting to little more than vio- 
lent exaggeration. In other suits there is 
flat perjury for the fraudulent procure- 
ment of a divorce. The most painstaking 
judge may be deceived and made the 
innocent instrument for the infliction of 
a great wrong. So the best way to in- 
spire respect for the sanctity of an oath 
is to make an example of some perjurer 
by sending him or her to prison. That 
would make would-be offenders more cau- 
tious.

¢ senator was gathered to his fathers, 


HEN the fameus Italian statesman Francesco 


 Crispt died he had been out of office for sev- 


eral years. Nevertheless, the Italian govern- 

ment, with{n a few hours after his demise, 

entered his house at Naples and seized all of 
his papers and correspondence, not only placing them 
under seal but carrrying them off. The widowed Dona 
Lina Crispi and her daughter, who is married to the 
Sicilian Prince Linguaglossa, at once instituted pro- 
ceedings against the government for the recovery of 
these papers. Before the case had been carried far the 
grant of a pension to the widow caused her to with- 
draw from her share in the sult. : 

But the daughter continued the proceedings, insist- 
ing that she needed the correspondence and the pa- 
pers to clear the name of that father to whom she 
had been so deeply devoted from all the aspersions put 
upon his character and upon his honor during the 
closing two years of his life, and after his death. 
Crispi had many faults, and in some respects was 
thoroughly unscrupulous, but he was a great states- 
man, one of the greatest Italians of his day, and when 
in retirement declined to make use of any of the docu- 
ments which he had in his possession to defend him- 
self against the charges of every conceivable nature 
brought against. him by political foes and personal ene- 
mies, being unwilling to embafrass the crown by the 
revelation of any of the secrets in his possession.

Admiral Markham had to choose 
between obedience with almost inevitable disaster and 
disobedience with the probability of a court martial 
for insubordination, his commanding officer, Sir George 
Tryon, being a strict disciplinarian. Markham de- 
cided in favor of the former alternative. He held that 
the virtue of. obedience was superior to every other in 
the navy; that the responsibility. for what would fol- 
low would, after all, remain with his chief. He argued 
that, if every officer, on receiving orders, were to hesi- 
tate about complying with them until he had decided 
in his own mind whfether they were right or wrong, 
all discipline would be at an end in the navy.

No One Talks in Whispers. 


-T do not know much about prisons, but this 
place doesn’t look like a prison. Outside it 
looks like a big Hungarian factory, with trees 
and flowers ina garden. The wall looks like 
Bars and bolts do not stare 
you in the face at every turn; you see no 
stripes, no shaved heads, no shaved faces— 
nothing which would suggest a prison in the 
costume. 

Wuen,. for example, we enter the furniture 
shops the men all] seem interested in us, move 
aboul us, greet us, talk with us As we go 
out every one says ** Good-by.”’ or ** Good- 
day’ or “I kiss your hand™ or some other 
common Hungarian form of salutation. Nuvu 
awe here. nobody afraid, no whispers. Inthe 
laundry the women exhibit that same open- 
ness and frankness and womanliness which 
one finds everywhere. In the tailoring d¢+- 
partment I saw perhaps twenty sewing ma- 
chincs - real American machines. 

On leaving the prison, after the completion 
of his sentence, each prisoner as a rule hasa 
certain sum of money to his credit, for whiie 
in prison he is charged so much for his livirg 
but receives wages in proportion to the 
amoun:* of work he does. It is easy for a mar 
to save in this way $20 a year. 

I saw more bathtubs in the prison than I 
have seen elsewhere, and al! put together in 
Hunearr.

ing. 
Duelers Among the Inmates. 


There are several duelers.in the prison, also 
some political offenders. They are accorded 
special privileges—one of them, of not being 
gazed at by visitors, for I was not allowed to 
see lem. It is with some satisfaction that Il 
learned that. so far as the keeper knows, 
there is not a single man in the prison who 
was ever an American emigrant. 

We still have a long road to travel in the 
revision of our ideas and attitudes toward of- 
fenders against society, but the revision is 
on the way and each year sees some acvance, 
a new and a more humanitarian point of 
view. 

The saddest scene I have beheld today. or 
for a long time, was that of a mere boy not 
much if any over 20 years of age. here in tuis 
prison awaiting his trial for having killed a 
fellow peasant It was done in ‘a little 
quarrel when he was quite unconscious 
through drinking brandy. 

With new ideas and attitudes toward the 
criminal we will some day advance to new 
ideas about education, especially about the 
education of boys and girls; we will not de- 
vise new forms of.old education, or worry 
about the substitution of German for Greek 
or of physics for philosophy, but there will 
be taught something of the A BC of :ifeand 
of living.

COUNSELMAN CASE 


Bar Association Committee 
‘Overcomes Attempts Made 
by Lawyer at Delay. 


JUDGE TO DECIDE DEC. 24. 
Broker Then Will Learn Whether 
or Not Chetlain Holds His 
Divorce Valid, 


The validity of Willis Counselman’s decree 
of divorce will be settled by Judge Chetlain 
of the Superior court on Dec. 24. The insist- 
ence.of the bar association c@mmittee tri- 
umphed over attempts at delay made by the 
attorney for the grain operator, and Christ- 
mas eve will tell whether the second Mrs. 
Courselman, formerly Miss Clara French, 
is a legal bride, as she thought. 

Charges of contempt of court and perjury 
may follow, but the hearing on Dec. 24 will be 
solely on the question of the divorce having 
been secured fraudulently, and the setting 
aside of the decree. / 

At that time the past and present insanity 
of the divorced wife, Lulu M. Counselman, 
probably will be determined. 8S. 8S. Gregory, 
counsel for the broker, in pleading futilely 
for delay, indicated that the matter of sanity 
would enter largely into the defense, partic- 
ularly as to the signature to the registered 
letter sent the first wife at the Kenosha san- 
itarium where she was being treated. 


Defect Is Pointed Out. 

As the divorce petition asserted desertion 
for two years prior to Jan. 1, 1904, and Mrs. 
Lulu Counselman was adjudged insane by @ 
jury on Dec. 7 of the same year, and had 
been insane for three years prior to that 
time, it is claimed, the bar committee pointed 
out that the wife could not have lived with 
her husband or have been guilty of deser- 
tion. 

At the hearing Judge Chetlain will decide 
whether Mrs. Counselman is able to desig- 
nate her own counsel, and it is possible she 
will be there in person. Mr. Gregory argued 
that she might have regained her meniaiity, 
and he desired to see physicians who were 
said to know.

‘The fraud practiced upon this court ap- 
pears on the record,’’ Attorney MoSes said.

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Mrs. Hattie Newton Makes New 
Fight on Theater Owners. 


SAYS MATTERS NOT HELPED. 


Wind Still Sweeps Through House; 
Guests Quit Coming. 


Mrs. Hattie Newton, whose hotel} business 
at 2342-2344 West Madison street has been 
ruined by work of remodeling the building 
for a theater, will begin suit through her 
attorney, 
theater owners, J. R. Considine and Michael 
C. Toole, for $10,000 damages; personal and 
business. 

Attorney Cavette will make another effort 
to get Judge Adelor Petit to dissolve the in- 
junction restraining Mrs. Newton from in- 
terfering with the work. Affidavits from 
neighbors of the widow will be shown in court 
to prove her contentions that the remodeling 
work has ruined her business and left her 
premises open to the cold, which\|has made 
her ill. 


Matters Remain the Same. 

“ Nothing has been done to help matters,” 
Mrs. Newton said last evening. ‘‘ TheAhea- 
ter owners have not closed a single place 
where they have torn out my floors for im- 
provements and the winds sweep through 
he hote} as they have for weeks past. They 
could at least board up the two open stair- 
ways they have built up into my parlors, but 
they won't, for they believe they can 
drive me out of the place so they can open 
the theater in two or three weeks, as they 
plan to do. 

‘‘But persons who take advantage of a 
woman as I have been taken advantage of 
need to be shown that they cannot have 
everything their own way. I am going to 
stay until May 1, as my lease provides, un- 
less they show some consideration for my 
rights. They got me toagree tothe remodel- 
ing* work under the pretense that they were 
putting in steam heat for my accommodation. 
It was only after my hotel business had been 
ruined that I learned they were doing the 
work for a new theater. 


But Two Guests Find Hotel. 

“From a transient business which netted 
me from $20 to $30 a day it has decreased to 
almost nothing. Last night two guests only 
found their way into the hotel through the 
board fence which the theater people have 
built across the front of the place. So far to- 
Gay not a single soul has registered. My 
neighbors know how I have been treated 
since this work began here and how my busil- 
ness has been ruined.’’ 

Mrs. Newton says that the carpenters, not 
content with tearing up her rooms to make 
the changes In the building, have taken two 


doors which she had purchased and placed | 


half way up the stairs to keep the cold out. 
Many of the twenty-four room in the hotel 


are so exposed that they cannot be used and | 


continuous drafts make it almost impossible 
to keep warm in any part of the place.

The old league's shert session this afternoon 
Gid not get beyond the acceptance of the reports 
of officers and committees.

Eliminating Geographical Lines 
-Comes Up in January. 


MAY ALSO CHANGE THE NAME 


Amendment to Alter Title to ‘‘Amer- 
ican Golf Asso.’”’ to Be Acted On. 


In compliance with article 10 of its con- 
stitution notices of the proposed amend- 
ments to the constitution of the Western Goif 
association were mailed to the clubs yester- 
day. At the annual meeting last January 
W. L. Yule of Kenosha spoke in favor of 
expansion and presented’ a resolution call- 
ing for the appointment of a special commit- 
tee to prepare amendments providing for a 
change of name to the American Golf association 


tree } 8#4 the elimination of all geographical lines. 


As a result of this action the following amend 
ments will be voted on at the annual meeting to 
be held Jan. 15 at Chicago, each club being entitled 
to cast two votes, either mailed vote, proxy, or By 
delegates: 

Be it resolvea, That article 1 of the constitution 
of this association Se and is hereby amended as 
follows: 

By striking out the words ‘‘ Western ”’ and in- 
serting In Heu thereof the word ‘* American,”’ so 
that said article 1 shall read: 

“ This association shall be called the American 
Golf association,’’ and further, 

Be it resolved, That — 1, article 1, of 
the constitution of this assotiation be and here- 
by is amended as. follows: 

By striking out the whole of said section and 
substituting therefor the following: 

‘* Any properly organized club on the continent 
of North and South America, and islands pertain- 
ing thereto, maintaining or controlling a golf 
course, shall be eligible to membership in this 
association.’’ 

Western Golf officials have been content to let 
this matter rest through the summer months. 
giving some eastern golfers the impression that 
the western expansion wave had spent its farce. 

The action of some of the leading eastern play- 
ers in refusing to play in the Olympic cup compe- 
tition iast summer, because it was played under 
W. G. A. rules, did not tend to smooth the feel- 
ings of the westerners and this was followed by 
the nomination of an eastern player for the presi- 
dency of the United States Golf association. 

This neglect of the west by the east and the 
fact that thewmajority of the westerners believe 
every chub should have a vote have been the maih 
factors in the rebellion of the west. The W. G. 
A. annual meeting will be held one week ahead of 
that of the U. 8. G. A. and many western golfers 
Lelleve that by the time the national solons convene 
the formation of the American Golf association 
will be an accomplished fact.

The question of tn- 
spection rates has been a matter of interest to the 
trade for some time, and the recent raise has met 
with some objections.

Many trad- 
ers were inclined to ignore the government figures 
on account of the many private reports of damage 
and of small yields. On the other hand, the point 
seems to be well taken that the shipping season has 
been greatly shortened by the unfavorable weather 
éonditions. and that the quantity of corn back on 
the farms is consequently larger than usual at this 
time.

The government report was regarded as bearish 
by»the majority of traders, although there were 
many who inclined to the bejlef that the govern- 
ment .was too optimistic in regard to winter wheat 
and corn.

The question as ta, whether or not the present 
heavy run of hoge is to continue or not is the one 
big factor in the provisions pit.

This fact may make the run for the next few 
weeks larger than it would have been under or- 
dinary conditions. The country advices generally 
indicate that hogs are of good quality, and that 
a good many are at the proper weight for marKet- 
ing. It is not believed that the hogs will be held 
back after reaching the usual marketing weight, aa 
it is too expensive a proposition for the farmers. 
The outlook for the maintenance of present high 
prices for hog products with any continued in- 
crease in the run does not look any too bright.
